IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  appoint 
Maxwell  A.  Cameron,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  Professor 
of  Education  at  the  University  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  Vancouver,  a  sole  Commissioner  under 
the  “  Public  Inquiries  Act,”  being  chapter  131 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  to  inquire  into  the  existing  distribution 
of  powers  and  responsibilities  between  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  and  the  school  districts, 
and  to  appraise  the  present  fiscal  position  of 
the  school  districts  in  British  Columbia,  and, 
without  restricting  the  generality  of  the  fore¬ 
going,  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon:  — 

(a.)  The  present  responsibilities  of  the 
school  districts;  the  character  and  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  services  now  provided  by 
them;  and  the  present  costs  of  such 
services :

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.
